City Council has approved 
the terms of reference for a 
housing study in St. Albert 
that will look at the city’s 
needs until 1990, 

At Monday  night’s 
meeting, council agreed that 
the first phase of the study, 
after acquiring a consultant 
to undertake it, will include 
an inventory of present hous- 
ing; a long and short-term 
projection of housing de- 
mand in and around St. 
Albert; and a review of 
government programs to see 
how they can assist the city in 
its residential growth. 

In its second phase, the 
study will examine the short- 
comings (if any) of current 
housing policies and pro- 
cedures and detail the role 
that the municipality can play 
in meeting housing needs, in- 
cluding such items as a 
neighborhood housing mix 
policy, design guidelines, 
financial arrangements, 
development practices, alter- 
native housing forms, ec- 
nomic impacts and land

banking. 

The city’s planner, Wayne 
Gordon, had planned to have 
a consultant appointed, a 
study design prepared and the 
study’s budget accepted by 
mid-November, but he said 
council’s decision to 
thoroughly look for a consul- 
tant, through advertising and 
interviews, will ‘‘throw that 
schedule out the window.”’ 

Mr. Gordon had estimated 
that the project could be 
completed with a draft report 
by late March or early April, 
allowing council to react to 
the study’s results before next 
summer, But such a com- 
prehensive search for a con- 
sultant could delay that tim- 
ing by as much as two mon- 
ths, he said. 

Costs for the study aren’t 
available. Mr. Gordon said 
they depend on the study’s 
final objectives, the 
availability of data, the ex- 
tent of public involvement 
and the time limits to do the 
work and for which to plan. 


St. Albert has a new city manager but the man’s name 
and his origins are still a mystery. 

Alderman Bill Shields confirmed Tuesday that the city 
has offered the job to an Ontario man ‘‘with extensive ex- 
perience in urban and regional government’ but said his 
name would have to remain a secret until a written letter of 
acceptance is received. 

Mr. Shields said the mystery man has accepted verbally, 
but city council is holding off on announcing who he is un- 
til he has a chance to inform his present employer of his im- 
minent departure, 

The only additional information that Mr. Shields would 
volunteer is that the Ontario individual comes from a 
*‘major metropolitan area.””

Water line plans progress, 
despite Edmonton opposition 


Edmonton won't like it, 
but plans for a water line con- 
necting outlying areas to St. 
Albert and Edmonton’s 
water supply have moved one 
Step closer to reality. 

St. Albert has agreed to 
begin buying land so that a 
water line to service Lacombe 
Park, and eventually Morin- 
ville and Legal, can be install- 
ed. 

And that’s happening 
despite Edmonton City 
Council’s view that no exten- 
sion of water service should 
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take place until after its ma- 
jor annexation bid is resolv- 


“They’re going to be mad 
about this, that’s for sure,’’ 
sayd Mayor Ron Harvey, 
commenting on council’s 
decision Monday night to 
begin purchasing land for the 
pipeline installation. 

Mr. Harvey said Edmon- 
ton officials have asked him 
why St. Albert is interested in 
putting in the water line -- 
and making it oversized to 
serve other municipalities’ 
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needs. ‘‘But what’re you go- 
ing to do, starve them and let 
them die of thirst? They need 
the water.’’ 

In beginning to purchase 
land for the right of way, 
council is acting on a recom- 
mendation from Murray Ellis 
of Alberta Environment. In a 
letter to the city, he notes that 
meetings with Edmonton 
have still left the details of 
ownership and funding up in 
the air. 

But, he writes, ‘‘Rather 
than delay this project until 
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these matters are resolved, I 
suggest St. Albert proceed 
with purchasing the right of 
way. Hopefully these other 
matters will be resolved 
before design is initiated.”’ 

A quick resolution is also 
in Mr. Harvey’s mind, largely 
because St. Albert will have 
to bear full costs of purchas- 
ing the right of way land until 
Edmonton approves the 
water line agreement and 
starts paying its share of the 
extension. 

The necessary land, exten- 
ding from 184 St-eét through 
the south part of St. Albert to 
existing water lines in 
Akinsdale, could cost as 
much as $2 million, 

The pipeline project 
presently calls for 36 inch 
pipe but council is pressing 
for 54 or 60 inch pipe to meet 
future needs in the MD of 
Sturgeon. St, Albert will also 
have to pay the extra costs for 
the oversized pipe unless Ed- 
monton agrees, noted Mr. 
Harvey, but council will be 
asking for an_ interest-free 
loan to cover it for now. 

He agreed that the city cer- 
tainly seemed to be commit- 
ting itself to a substantial cost 
for the project, ‘‘but what 
else can we do? We have to 
get the water,’’ He added 
during Monday’s meeting 
that, ‘‘The (provincial) 
government is fully aware of 
what is taking place and 
they’re as committed to it as 
we are.”’

The preliminary work would 
cost about $50,000, he said. 

Mr. Graham also pointed 

uiithat paving a lot would 
not: Wf possible in the near 
future, due to the present 
shortage of paving oil. 

The addition of one-hour 
parking zones on the 
downtown streets, he added, 
would provide the encourage- 
ment for drivers to start using 
the all-day, free lot. 

Parking meters are another 
alternative, he said, but an in- 
vestigation has shown that 
they’ll cost about $330 for 
each dual model. 

“We do have to look at 
meters in the downtown 
area,’’ said alderman 
Liesbeth Bakker, in sug- 
gesting the city look at their 
cost implications. ‘‘I’m 
afraid there’s no two ways 
about it; we’re going to need 
them,”’

helicopter crash 


Transport Canada in- 
vestigators believe that a 
combination of altitude, 
weight, and winds con- 
tributed to the August 2 crash 
of a Bell Helicopter which 
killed five persons 40 miles 
southwest of Rocky Moun- 
tain House. 

The crash occurred on the 
side of a ridge at the 2,300 - 
metres level. 

The four passengers were 
all geologists involved in ex- 
ploration work at various 


Although no definite cause 
of the accident has been 
determined the investigators 
feel the helicopter landed on 
or approached the ridge and 
while either taking off or tur- 
ning away, encountered a 
downdraft. 

Although the aircraft was 
loaded within limits, it would 
not perform as effectively at 
that altitude as it would be 
capable of at a lower level. 
Evidence at the site indicated 
the tail rotor blades struck a

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What price good farmland 


Agriculture is big business and a cornerstone 
of the Canadian economy, as governments at 
every level freely admit, and are fond of poin- 
ting out. 


Big monied interests overseas have a hungry 
eye on the vast open lands in both the United 
States and Canada - and to their enormous 
future potential. 


Thus the past two years in particular have pro- 
duced a great number of articles and reports in 
every branch of the media dealing with the sub- 
ject of who owns the growing land on this conti- 
nent. 


And the conclusion is that it is impossible to 
find out. 


An indepth feature by Harpers Magazine 
pointed out that international financiers and 
bankers work closely with buyers in Europe and 
the Middle East, so that no amount of searching 
can trace the record of transactions under 
which farmland changes hands. 


It is known that absentee owners in Germany 


have bought large tracts of Saskatchewan 
farmland. 


The taxpayers of St. Albert should make it 
known at city hall that there is a limit to the 
number of studies this city can afford. The 
search is on now fora top-flight expert to study 
every aspect of residential growth (see story 
page one). We must have the best - translate - 
most expensive. 


Most of the answers council seeks could readi- 
ly be supplied by the people from Urban 
Development Institute. These people are the 
movers who put residential development into 
being. They have years of experience in cities 
all over the continent. 


They have the expertise in the field of residen- 
tial development - and would answer council's 
questions for free. They could provide answers 
to all the questions council plans for the con- 
sultant except the inventory of present hous- 
ing.

A Saturday Review report suggests that the 
withholding of food could become the biggest 
weapon against countries considered the 
enemies of America. 


Yes, farmland is an enormously valuable 
resource. 


But here in Alberta, as elsewhere in the great 
plains of North America, less value is placed on 
good growing land than on non farmland which 
is more profitable for subdivision development, 
and the expansion of large cities. 


How have our priorities got so badly turned 
around? If it comes to choice between food and 
oil, there would be no choice, either for our own 


at city hall. What are they doing for their 
salaries? If this expert is needed, it would ap- 
pear the city’s chief planner is not. 


In addition the Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission has for over 20 years been churn- 
ing out reports on these matters. If they are not 
useful let us rid ourselves of the expense of the 
ERPC. 


St. Albert engaged experts from Toronto for 
work on its General Plan. But the Plan has given 
council many headaches and a court action 
already. 


A firm from the United States studied the 
Campbell Industrial Park proposal. The report 
suggested the park could tie in with the 
Mackenzie Valley pipeline! No industry has yet 
located there - only warehousing - which 
generates much less revenue for city hall. 
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needs or for desperately-needed exports. Con- 
sider what two consecutive years of crop failure 
due to adverse weather would do to the 
economy - or three or four years. 


Then consider the implications of acid rain for 
ruining grain and vegetable production. 


The farmer absolutely cannot be the fall guy. It 
cannot be left to these business people to 
refuse land sales that will protect their retire- 
ment years. Consumers cannot expect farmers 
to keep food prices down to support present ex- 
travagant “lifestyles,’’ including huge man- 
sions on acreages. 


Farmland is without any doubt more valuable to 
Albertans than any other type of land, taking the 
long view. 


Prices should reflect that fact. Annexation deci- 
sions must recognize the supreme importance 
of protecting good farmland. 


Agriculture Week should be Rethink Week for 
all Albertans, and all levels of government. 


Where are we going could translate where is 
our farmland going? 


Time to call a halt 


We've had many transportation studies, but it is 
doubtful that a six-lafle highway splitting our 
community in two will be widely welcomed by 
residents, let alone solve traffic problems for 
commuters to Edmonton. 


Housing mix? Let aldermen investigate multi- 
ple housing in St. Albert themselves. They will 
be able to pinpoint our future slum areas. 


Consultants know who butters their bread and 
they know how to charge. Example: Con- 
sultants hired by Edmonton will say Edmonton 
should annex St. Albert and Sherwood Park. 
Strathcona County experts will say it should 


not. Both studies will be verified by supporting 
material. 


Forget this study - save the money for our water 
line. 


Enough is enough.

After almost two years of 
mounting public pressure, 
speculation and false leads 
the Alberta Game Farm has 
been offered a new home. 
And its hard to imagine a 
more ideal location than the 
rolling country, incor- 
porating Lily Lake and with 
required sandy soil condi- 
tions which stretches out 
from the Red Barn. The Barn 
itself, with the new hanging 
garden restaurant nearing 
completion will be the perfect 
focal point for visitors to the 
Game Farm. 

Local entrepreneurs Walter 
Jerram and his partner, Bill 
Cochrane, owners of the Red 
Barn dine and dance complex 
north of Bon Accord and east 
of Legal, will have an 
estimated investment of $2 
million when the Farm is add- 
ed to their layout sometime 
next fall. Only final approval 
from the Department of 
Wildlife and the MD is left 
before plans can be finalized. 

The two applied for a 
license to operate a game 
farm one month ago. One of 
the three quarters adjacent to 
the Red Barn will be fenced 
in, before the final license is 
granted. Neither, though, 
feel there will be any pro- 
blems with the provincial 
government,

‘We've had nothing but 
encouragement from the 
government,’’ said Mr. Jer- 
ram. ‘‘We applied for a 
license from Bud Miller 
(James ‘‘Bud’’ Miller, 
Minister of Public Lands and 
Wildlife) and he’s just been 
terrific. He thought the idea 
was great.’’

They began negotiating to 
buy the animals from Dr. Al 
Oeming owner of the Game 
Farm southeast of Sherwood 
Park, about three weeks ago, 
but have still not reached an 
agreement on the number of 
animals and the price. 

A new location for the 
farm has kept odds makers 
busy ever since Dr. Oeming 
announced he was selling out 
two years ago.

ed and even more so when it 
was feared the Game Farm 
would move outside Alberta. 
Dr. Oeming pleaded finan- 
cial difficulties as well as a 
personal interest which lay 
more in breeding animals for 
sale rather than for show. 
The land the Game Farm now 
sits on has been sold for sub- 
division and most animals 
will be sold off. (Mr. Jerram 
and Mr. Cochrane only in- 
tend to buy a pair of each 
species). Some will be kept by 
Mr. Oeming for breeding. 
There was no end, initially, 
to the rumors as to whether 
the farm would remain a 
viable entity in Alberta or if it 
would move of province. A 
group of businessmen in 
Toronto were looking to 
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move the farm, lock, stock 
and barrel, out east. Later a 
second group from Regina 
was interested to move the 
farm to neighboring Saskat- 
chewan. Public pressure to 
have the farm remain caused 
an end -to any out-of- 
province move, while many 
began calling for the provin- 
cial government to take it 
over and make it a wildlife 
preserve. 

Speculation abated earlier 
this year when it was thought 
the farm was moving to 
Cochrane, near Calgary. 
Press reports indicated the 
whole farm was moving, 
when all that was really in- 
tended for sale to Cochrane 
were the lions and tigers. The 
impression was never cor- 
rected by Dr. Oeming and 
most just believed the farm 
had found a home at last. 

When that deal was expos- 
ed, almost two months ago, 
the future of the Game Farm 
was again in doubt. Enter 
Mr. Jerram and Mr. 
Cochrane. They were among 
the many who did not want 
the farm to leave Alberta. 


MOVE KEPT SECRET 


‘*We still hoped that so- 
meone in the province would 
come forward and buy it,”’ 
said Mr. Jerram. ‘‘And when 
they didn’t, we decided, why 
not?” 

The two managed to keep 
the secret, telling only a few 
friends and neighbors about 
the scheme, That, they insist, 
was mainly to prevent any 
false press reports about their 
plans until they were 
prepared to make them 


public and provide all the 
details. 

One thing they want to 
make perfectly clear from the 
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start, is that they are not buy- 
ing the complete Game Farm. 

“We're setting up a farm 
equal or better than what Al 
Oeming has,”’ said Mr. Jer- 
ram. ‘‘We want a pair of 
every animal he has, but we 
have also been in contact with 
zoos and game farms across 
the country where we can get 
the best price. One area we'd 
like to concentrate in is the 
endangered species. For ex- 
ample, we'll have white 
rhinos, pygmy hippos and 
some wisent or European 
buffalo. We won’t have polar 
bears or gorillas. They will 
come later.’’ 


BILL COCHRANE 


Neither is a novice when it 
comes to animal knowledge. 
Both Walter and Bill have 
been around farm animals 
and cattle all their lives and 
express an abiding interest 
and love for animals. They 
recently brought in a herd of 
buffalo and will soon have 
elk grazing just outside the 
windows of the Red Barn, 

“The interest in buffalos 
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from people who came to the 
Red Barn was so great that 
we often had to stop them 
from climbing the fences to 
go in and touch them,”’ said 
Mr. Jerram. ‘‘That’s when 


we began to think seriously 
we might expand the animal 
compound, and started by 
getting the elk, which should 
be arriving any day now.”’

PLANNING IN PLACE 


Preliminary plans for the 
Game Farm, (it will be 
renamed the Northern Alber- 
ta Game Farm), show an ir- 
regular rectangular shaped 
enclosure, taking up a one- 
quarter section of land. The 
remaining two and one-half 
quarter-sections will be used 
for eventual expansion and to 
raise feed for the animals. 

About 60 pens will house 
between 60 and 70 species, 
everything from camels to 
flamingos. The farm will

tributed to recreating the 
journey of the early pioneers. 
Many of them struck out to 
reach the distant Yukon, but 
abandoned the elusive gold to 
inhabit settlements along the 
way. Animal migration 
routes known and used by the 
native Indians established the 
trail through this dense bush 
and marsh country along the 
high ground. The trail was 
cleared in 1895 but travel on 
this portion was recommend- 
ed between February and 
April. 

First stop was to view a 
remnant of the 1906 Morin- 
ville Rail Extension, The rails 
and ties have long vanished 
but the siding is easily observ- 
ed. Residents of Lacombe 
Park may not be aware that 
the walkway around 
Lacombe Park Lake was 
originally part of this rail ex- 
tension. North and west of 
St. Albert, the pioneers stop- 
ped for good water at the 
1891 Ray Settlement. Here 
overnight accommodations 
for man or beast cost 25¢ 
each. 

The bus stopped briefly at 
Goshen for all to visit a 
weathered but sturdy log 
church built in 1891, and on 
the same location the St. 
Albert Anglican Church 
moved out by sleigh during 
the winter of 1926. After 
visiting both churches and 
cemetery, the irrepressible 
Mr. Savoie asked why all 
cemeteries have fences 
around them, and answered 
that people are just dying to

On to Calahoo where the 
renowned Iriquois employers 
of the North West Company 
and Hudson Bay Company 
were engaged to guide such 
eminent men as Sir George 
Simpson. Winding ever nor- 
thwest, the trail passed near 
Riviere Qui Barre and the 
prosperous Cree Indian 
reserve established in 1882 
and named after chief Alex- 
ander Arcand. His grand- 
daughter serves the Alex- 
ander reserve as public health 
nurse. 

Hazardous quick sand on 
the shares of Burleighs or 
Berland Lake claimed the 
lives of many horses belong- 
ing to the Klondykers. Some 
distant event caused it to be 
renamed Dead Man’s Lake. 
The Sion stopping place, 
established before 1892, was 
dubiously famed as the most 
bug infested site on the entire 
trail. Here our tour stopped 
to investigate the remarkable 
old ‘‘Kelly’s’’ log church 
easily identifiable by its blue 
roof. Refreshments were 
served up by the Society 
President, Bill Oakes. 

Near Lac La Nonne several 
participants of the tour walk- 
ed a portion of the trail, waist 
deep in undergrowth but evi- 
dent on closer inspection of 
the deep wagon ruts. 

In Barrhead, members of 
the St. John’s Lutheran 
Church served a delicious 
lunch, followed by a slide 
presentation and tour of the 
Barrhead Museum. 


The tour terminated near 
the gates of the Thunder 
Lake Provincial Park where 
stands the Layton district 
Anglican Church, built in 
1912 with hardwood im- 
ported from England. The 
church bell had came from 
Texas where it first served as 
a dinner bell. 

Native of Barrhead and 
retired teacher Mrs. Julia 
O’Brien gave a vivid descrip- 
tion of the history of this 
building, its move to Bar- 
rhead in 1927 to serve the 
Anglican population, and its 
eventual rescue in 1967 by an 
interdenominational group of 
residents. They moved it 
from its site in Barrhead 
which had been designated 
for a centennial project.

Spectrum 


WITH SIMON 


Electronic Music Synthesizers: 


People find it hard to believe that electronic music 
inhabits a sizable part of their aural world. If you saw 
some of the Coke commercials, would you believe 
that the sound of pouring liquid is purely synthesiz- 
ed? Synthesizers have come a long way since those 
early days when you required a large room to house 
such a contrivance. Now there are units that can sit 
on table tops, or small enough to sit in the palm of 
your hand. 

Initiation into the world of musical synthesis need 
not be painful, if you strongly observe certain 
guidelines, use some imagination, and persevere. | 
know, those rows of knobs are quite intimidating and 
there are many of them, but then most people learn to 
drive, and that is more dangerous than making music. 

It you look closely at a synthesizer, you will 
discover that the sound you hear, which is the end 
product of fiddling around with those knobs and 
sliders, is basically produced by a group of 
OSCILLATORS, FILTERS, and AMPLIFIERS. 
However, the real big deal about sound synthesis is 
VOLTAGE CONTROL. That's right, it is possible to 
control VOLTAGE; the same type you get from your 
wall socket. With voltage control, you can change 
several functions of the production of sound 
simultaneously ... e.g. a trumpeter can only blow his 
horn in a particular manner, and that’s all. With a 
synth, you can get a trumpet, maybe two, change the 
tone color, etc. 

Let’s take a look at the building blocks of a typical 
synth, oh 

VOLTAGE CONTROLLED OSCILLATOR (VCO). 
This is an oscillator the frequency of which can be 
controlled or modulated by controlling voltage. The 
basic range is manually set. Most oscillators are 
calibrated to vary their frequency at the rate of one

octave voit (1 volt equals one octave, 2 volts equals 
two octaves). Waveform outputs may be sine, square, 
or triangle. Control characteristic may be linear or 
equally tempered. It is also possible to change output 
waveform . . . square becomes pulse, triangle 
becomes sawtooth. 

VOLTAGE CONTROLLED FILTER (VCF): May 
employ Lowpass, band pass or high pass 
characteristic. Just imagine that the filter in question 
is a sophisticated form of tone control, which it is. 
With certain control settings, the filter may be made 
to oscillate, in which case it acts as a VCO. 

VOLTAGE CONTROLLED AMPLIFIER (VCA): The 
gain of the amplifier (ratio of input to output) is con- 
trolled. VCAs give synths their dynamics, and pro- 
vides the control. Without them, every note would be 
just as loud as the one before, not to,mention that 
level/time change becomes difficult to accomplish. 

NOISE GENERATOR: Generates random signal. 
Specially filtered noise, like pink OT white noise is 
made available. 

ENVELOPE GENERATOR: A combination of VCA, 
and control logic, which when triggered, controls the 
attack time, duration, and decay time of a signal. Also 
note the words AR (attack, release), and ADSR 
(attack, decay, sustain, release). 

RING MODULATOR: Multiplies two signals 
together and the resultant output is two frequencies 
.. the sum total, and the difference. Phase Shifters, 
tavored by electric guitarists, are a by-product of this 
technology. 

SEQUENCER: A device that produces a series of 
voltage levels, one after the other, usually for control 
purposes. Each step in the sequence is caused by an 
input trigger pulse. 

KEYBOARD; Pressing a key produces a trigger 
pulse, which in turn creates a voltage proportional to 
the position of the key. 4 

PANORAMIC POTENTIOMETER (PAN - POT): Just 
like the balance control on a hi-fi amp. It is used to 
reduce volume in one channel and increase it in the 
other. Also usable in recording, for moving stereo im- 
ages between left and right. Quadpot /s the four chan- 
nel version of It. 

Well, how do you shop for a synth? First, let me 
make it clear that electronic organs are not true syn- 
thesizers, even though some of them employ con- 
trols for a minor form of sound synthesis. The best 
advice | can give, is: 

a) Listen carefully to the sound produced by con- 
ventional instruments, taking note that a trumpeter 
does not employ the same embouchure as a sax- 
ophonist; you plonk on the piano, while you gently 
press on the old pump organ, etc. 

b) Decide what you need a synthesizer for, and 
buy one that is suitable for your needs. Famous 
names in synths are: ARP, KORG, MOOG, ROLAND, 
YAMAHA, EMS, PROPHET, OBERHEIM.

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* Edmonton’ Magazine: 


A needed forum

The city magazine is one of 
the publishing industries re- 
cent success stories. With any 
luck it will be a persistent 
trend. The relationship bet- 
ween a city magazine and its 
readers is more intimate than 
it is with more widely cir- 
culated publications, For a 
growing community, a local 
mag like ‘‘Edmonton’’ can 
do much to.-help the city 
define itself, because the 
magazine is a participant, 
and not just an observer. Ar- 
ticles that provoke, debate or 
give information provide a 
forum for discussion of the 
city’s direction. (Because we 
are Canadians, we have to 
spend a certain amount of 
time explaining ourselves to 
ourselves. It’s in the national 
genes). 

The role of the city 
magazine in a community at 
Edmonton’s stage of 

velopment is crucial. Such 
# medium serves as a mirror 
through which the communi- 
ty can scrutinize itself. As 
cities go, the Big Squatters 
Camp to the South of St. 
Albert is a growing adoles- 
cent -- not quite Sandburg’s 
“City of broad shoulders’ 
but getting there. Like any 
adolescent it must constantly 
re-assess itself in the mirror, 
or in this case the media, If 
Edmonton is to shuck the 
beer ‘n’ bingo label to trade it 
in for brandy ‘n’ baccarat, we 
need a magazine with a mat- 
ching vision. 

What Edmonton does not 
need is to follow the national 
lead, writhing about con- 
stantly in some crisis of iden- 
tity. The city’s identity will be 
whatever vision its residents 
have of it, and the media will 

€. a large part in determin- 
that perception. Luckily, 
Edmonton’s one citymag, 
(‘‘Edmonton’’) seems to be 
taking that responsibility 
seriously. 


FAST NIRVANA? 


The October issue features 
wide-ranging editorial con- 
tent. In most cases the 
material is fresh and well 
written, There are a couple of 
gaffes, however, to get over 
first. For instance, I question 
the wisdom of Barbara 
Dack’s article on fasting. 
People have been keeling 
over left and right lately, 
malnourished victims of the 
latest craze in diets or fasts. 
Nutrition is a dangerous 
thing to toy with to any ex- 
treme. Dack’s sin is one of 


omission. She speaks of her 
own fast but makes no men- 
tion of getting a doctor’s OK 
first. Readers would neglect 
this step at their own risk, as 
it can be fatal to people with 
kidney and other conditions. 
Most books on fasting em- 
phatically stress this point, 
and when writing stories that 
can affect public health you 
have to make sure you aren’t 
inadvertently advocating 
dangerous practices, the arti- 
cle took the Western attitude 
toward health and enlighten- 
ment i.e. ‘‘1 wanna be happy 
-- NOW!”’ I think the author 
realizes that fasting is no 
shortcut to Nirvana but it 
wasn’t made plain. The story 
is accompanied by some 
striking tempera or water- 
color renditions of food. It’s 
nice to see this fresh ap- 
proach to illustration. 
Besides, it brings the city’s ar- 
tists out of their garrets and 
gives their work exposure. 
“Table Manners’’ by Ber- 
nice Evans is a graceful, light 
treatment on the etiquette of 
dining out, from the point of 
view of how the customer 
should behave and what he 
sould expect. Canajans aren’t 
reknowned for their refine- 
ment at table, but the kind of 
information given here is 
hard for people to find 
elsewhere. Ms. Evans is no 
chilly Emily Post, and takes 
pains not to condescend. Ina 
city with a burgeoning 
restaurant business where the 
residents eat two out of three 
meals out, this is vital infor- 
mation. 
MITCHELL IN GLIMPSES 


Gordon Morash’s piece on 
W.O. Mitchell looks beyond 
the man’s obvious eccen- 
tricities, an achievement 
which has eluded most jour- 
nalists writing about him. 
Aside from revelations about 
Mitchell, it -gives some 
enlightening little glimpses of 
the life of the writer in 
Canada. 

Barbara Dack redeems 
herself handsomely with a 
long overdue feature on the 
plight of foreign students in 
Edmonton. Dack blows up 
the ridiculous myths about 
“furriners gettin’ all the 
gravy while us real Canajans 
get nuthin’,’’ The life of a 
foreign student is no picnic. 
This compassionate article is 
badly needed in a city which 
is not reputed to be the most 
cosmopolitan of com- 
munities. 

I was glad to see that 


Editor Eric Denhoff gave 
more than lip service to the 
anniversary of the ‘‘Persons”’ 
Case. It is a fascinating tale 
of which Albertans can be 
justly proud, especially 
Albertan women. That the 
feds were no match for three 
determined matrons from the 
West says much about 
Eastern men and even more 
about Western women. The 
“’Persons’’ story was follow- 
ed by a story on phony faith 
healers. However, I didn’t see 
much in this piece that wasn’t 
old hat. However, if Barnum 
was right and there is a sucker 
born every minute, then these 
articles will have to be 
published. 

The film review section was 
a pleasant surprise, No Gene 
Shalit-type plastic capsule 
reviews here. Martin 
Knelman presents an ex- 
cellent critical analysis of 
Coppola’s ‘‘Apocalypse 
Now,”’ that is the most 
literate and fair appraisal I 
have yet seen. His mini- 
reviews have the same integri- 
ty, and he is not locked into 
making flat judgments as to 
“Good Films’? and ‘‘Bad 
Films’’. Knelman finds 
elements of both in most 
films. 

Other pieces explore the 
lack of aesthetics at Nor- 
thlands, the future of the 
Varscona and Kootenay 
Plains development. There 
are several guides to 
restaurants, entertainment 
and coming events. The Nor- 
thlands article by Richard 
Finnigan was dry, amusing 
and makes absolute sense to 
anyone who has ever fan- 
tasized sipping mint juleps at 
Churchill Downs. Northlands 
is an ugly track. If we have to 
be victims of self-inflicted 
robbery, please let us do it in 
some degree of splendor. 


THE PRESS OF ANY 
CITY CARRIES A LOT 
OF CLOUT 


In the past decade, the 
nickname ‘‘Toronto the 
Good” has been heard less 
frequently as that city 
becomes more cosmopolitan. 
Part of this awareness has 
been brought about by the 
very successful Toronton Life 
magazine.

Carla Bit-Walmsley 
MD council has received 
the support of Helmut En- 
trup, ombudsman for all 
rural municipalities, in its 
quest to have Calgary Power 
remove, what the MD insists, 
is an illegal power line in the 
Redwater area. 

Appearing before council 
last Thursday, Mr. Entrup 
told council that he was now 
officially involved in the case 
and had already written a let- 
ter to the president of 
Calgary Power chastizing the 
‘arrogant attitude of Calgary 
Power staff’’ by neglecting to 
follow certain standard pro- 
cedures. 

The situation arose in mid- 
August when it was 
discovered that the company 
had gone ahead and replaced 
a power line in the Redwater 
area without first getting ap- 
proval from the MD. Not on- 
ly had they failed to seek per- 
mission, but had placed the 
poles on the wrong side of the 
road. 

The MD insisted the poles 
be moved to the right side of 
the road and asked that all 
further construction on the 
present power line be halted 
until that had been done. 
‘They have to realize that 
they can’t move them from 
one side to the other,’’ said 
councillor Lawrence Kluthe. 
‘*We have them on one side 
and if they have to be built up 
they should be built on the 
same side,”’ 

A letter dated September 
14 from a Calgary Power of- 
ficial stated that the MD had 
no valid reasons for the re- 
quest and ‘‘as a public utili- 
ty’’ it had a ‘‘duty’’ to serve 
customers in the area, Con- 
struction on the present line, 
therefore, he said would con- 
tinue, as an expense of 
$25,000 would have to be in-

No interest to 


school board 


- MD unanimous

MD council is digging in its 
heels and voted unanimously 
last week not to pay interest 
charges on overdue school re- 
quisitions ‘to the Sturgeon 
School Division, After check- 
ing with their solicitors on an 
interpretation of Section 129 
of the School Act, council 
was told the Board had no 
authority to charge interest. 

Secretary-Treasurer, 
Gilbert Boddez, requested 
the interpretation after a let- 
ter from the school board in- 
formed him that not only 
would the Board not recon- 
sider a $4,000 interest charge, 
(incurred when the MD was 
25 days late with its June 15 
requisition), but was tacking 
on an additional interest 
penalty for being four days 
late with its September 25 
payment, 

His interpretation indicates 
that the only way the Board 
can legally charge interest is 
to get ministerial approval -- 
**something,’’ said Mr. Bod- 
dez, ‘the Board failed to 
do,” 


“They're just not legally 
charging interest.”’ 

The Board took the action 
to charge the interest-when 
the MD’s $587,000 school re- 
quisition, due June 15, arriv- 
ed July 11 and forced the 
board to take out a short 
term loan to meet expenses. 

The MD refused to pay the 
interest charges because the 
Board had failed to inform 
council that interest could be 
charged if payments were 
overdue. 


CHARGES NOT 
WARRANTED 


At a meeting between 
school board representatives 
and council September 13, 
council argued that interest 
charges were unfair. One 
councillor, Clay Crozier, 
termed the entire procedure 
‘tasinine’’ adding that 25 
days late was not really that 
bad. It was not, he said, like 
the MD had failed to pay at 
all.

Tell-tale noises 


At one time or another 
most motorists have heard 
some type of noise coming 
from their cars. They’re often 
an indication of a problem 
that can be nipped in the bud. 
Here are a few of the more 
common ones: 


Chattering 

If you turn on your igni- 
tion and hear a chattering 
sound, you may have a pro- 
blem with your starter. Check 
your battery and cable con- 
nections first, however, to 
make sure you have a full 
charge and good contact. If 
you do, look for professional 
help. 


like pieces of metal being 
scraped together. It may 
mean that you have worn 
brake shoes or disc brake 
pads. It’s generally caused by 
normal wear over a period of 
time and is the one problem 
that shouldn’t be ignored. 
Brake trouble always gets 
worse -- and usually very 
quickly. Have the brakes 
checked by a competent 
mechanic immediately! 


‘Bangs’? on Bumps 

If your car ‘‘bangs’’ going 
over a bump, .it means that 
the suspension is ‘‘hitting 
bottom’’ or bottoming out’’. 
This may be a result of worn- 
out shocks or broken or worn 


out the springs. 
Vibration Noise 

If the car vibrates at 
moderate speeds, you should 
check to see if your wheels 
are in balance. This is the 
most common cause. If the 
front wheels are out, you'll 
feel most of the vibration in 
the steering. When the back 
wheels are the problem, you 
generally feel the vibration 
through the seat. 

“Thumps”’ 

If you hear a_ steady 
“thump”? when you're driv- 
ing, check your tires. You 
may have a foreign object 


like a stone wedged in the. 


tread. You may also have an 


damage the tire. If it’s a bub- 

ble, change the tire im- 
mediately and don’t drive on 
it again. Bubbles mean the 
tire is very thin and that it 
could explode when you’re 
on the road. Most tire 
manufacturers warrant their 
products completely, so you 
should turn it back to your 
dealer for an adjustment.

Mrs. Porsild says she’s 
come to that conclusion after 
attending a recent seminar on 
policy-making in education. 


Too often, she said, a 
school board’s administra- 
tion begins to tell its trustees 
what to do when its real func- 
tion is simply to present in- 
formation. 

“IT would like their input 
but I don’t want them to 
manipulate.’’ 

Ideally, she said, board 
superintendents and suppor- 
ting staff should be giving 
trustees ‘‘information that 
covers the whole spectrum; 
all the loopholes and 
fallacies. They shouldn’t be 
trying to discuss it with the 
idea that they’re going to get 
what they want.”’ 

When non-elected officials 
begin to make the decisions 
that should be those of the 
trustees, she added, it’s 


that we have no hold on 
them,’’ said councillor 
Walter Van de Walle. ‘‘We 
have to get a letter of credit 
or something in place right 
away.”’ 

Councillor Walter Jerram 
did suggest a hold on building 
permits, but this, said Mr. 
Boddez, woukd be penalizing 
the wrong people. 

“We would be penalizing 
people who bought propert, 
for something we should have 
been on top of in the first 
place.”’

Dairy farming prosperous 
for family 


The original owners had 
made a great deal of money, 
but over-spent when they 
built the huge mansion-type 
house which still sits on the 
site. 

With five daughters, and 
considering that a large house 
with plumbing and electricity 
was..a luxury at that time, 
especially on a farm, Mr. 
Kingston purchased quickly. 
The land includes part of the 
original homestead of Bill 
Cust, Father Lacombe’s aide 
and companion when he first 
settled near St. Albert. 

Bill and John’s father, 
William Geoffrey, who will 
celebrate his 80th birthday 
November, and their mothéf, 
the former Molly Kingston, 
farmed the Bocock property 
in St. Albert until 1936. 
When Mr. Kingston decided 
to retire they moved onto the 
land, renting at first and then 
buying. 

There are several homes on 
the site and Mr. Bocock and 
his wife live with their son 
John and his family in one, 
while his other son and 
daughter-in-law live in the 
old Kingston home. Another 
daughter lives on a dairy 
farm near Fort Saskatchewan 
and the remaining homes are 
used by hired hands and their 
families. 

Demands for milk were 
higher then, than they are to- 
day, said Mr. Bocock, senior. 
Times were good and the 
farm became the first to shj 
milk to the Northern Albe: 
Dairy Pool (NADP). Help 
during the war was hard to 
find and Mrs. Bocock would 
often have to pitch in and 
ride out to call the cows in to 
be milked. , 


ONE OF THE EARLIEST 
MILKING MACHINES 


In 1945 the Bocock’s pur- 
chased the first milking 
machine in the district. The 
only other machine at the 
time was owned and operated 
by the University of Alberta 
farms. 

The machine could do the 
work of two milkers in the 
time it took to do the milking 
chores, The breakthrough 
revolutionized dairy farming 
operations, and had the same 
effect on dairy operations as 
the combine had on crop fay- 
ming. > 

Today, the Bocock fi 
has 1,400 acres with the ma- 
jority of the hay and grain us- 
ed to feed the farm’s 70 head 
of cows. 

Just over 2,800 pounds of 
fluid milk are produced each 
day. Cows are generally 
‘Holstein-Friesen, Brown 
Swiss and Brown Swiss 
crosses, which said John 
Bocock, produce the best 
milk. There are also some 
side benefits with this type of 
cow, Old Holsteins and steers 
are used as beef cattle, for 
which the once popular 
Jersey cow is unsuitable. 

. “They are basically too 
small and their milk has a 
high butterfat content,’’ said 
Mr. Bocock. ‘‘In a Jers 
cow the fat is yellow and 
suitable in the beef market.”

Rapid harvest will reduce waterfowl damage 


Damage to Alberta cereal 
crops is not expected to be 
high this year because of the 
fairly rapid harvesting that 
has taken place. According to 
Ken Lungle of Alberta 
Energy and Natural 
Resources’ fish and wildlife 
division, there is a common! 
misconception that the 
amount of waterfowl damage 
that will occur in cereal crops 
depends upon the size of the 
provincial waterfowl popula- 


tion. He explains that there is 
no direct correlation between 
the amount of damage that 
can be expected and the size 
of the waterfowl population. 
“The amount of damage’’, 
he says, ‘‘is directly related to 
the length of time that cereal 
crops remain in the swath. A 
large proportion of swathed 
grain and cool, wet 
harvesting weather can result 
in extremely high waterfowl 
damage, regardless of the size 


of the provincial bird popula- 
tion’. This year waterfowl 
numbers are slightly higher 
than for the past two years. 
The 1977 harvesting season 
was a good example of this 
situation. In that year the 
duck population was the 
lowest since surveys were in- 
itiated in 1955, but compen- 
sation payments for water- 
fowl damage were at an all- 
time high. This was because 
the harvesting season was 


SCARECROWS AND 

SCARE CANNONS HELP 

Mr. Lungle believes 
farmers can do a great deal to 
reduce waterfowl damage to 
their crops if they take 
preventative measures to stop 
the birds from feeding on 
their swaths before they 
establish a feeding pattern. 

He says that the use of 
scarecrows is one of the most 
inexpensive ways of deterring 
birds. The scarecrows should 


tive when accompanied by 
another deterrent. According 
to Mr. Lungle automatic 
scare cannons, which make a 
sound similar to that of a 
shotgun, are now available 
from several retail outlets in 
Alberta. They can be set to 
fire at varying intervals, and 
the newer ones are fairly 
reliable and require a 
minimum of attention.
